President John Adams’ Wife. 


John Adams, though inaugurated in 
Philaielphia, was the first l’resi ent to 
establish the functions of goverament 
on the 
banks of the Potomac, Mrs. Adams was 
the it rst. President's wife to o-cupy the 
executive mansion. On New Lear's 
Day of 1801 she received with her hus- 
band the officials of the government and 
society of the infant capital. The resi- 
agence of Mrs. Adams at the executive 
mansicn was but brief. Her busband's 
first eiection was by a bare majority, and 
his defeat for re-election limite i his resi- 
dence at Washington to four’ months. 
that time, however, Mrs. Adams leit the 
impress of her strong individuality upon 
the social institutions of the capital and 
upon the domestic surroundings of the 
presidential office to a greater degree 
than did the President upon the oii.cial 
surroundings of the office. Mrs. Adams 
inaugurated the social customs estab- 
lished by Mrs. Washington in New York 
and continued in Fhiladelphia, and 
which have been practically adhered to 
ever since.
